ConraD F. Suinpex, father of Ensign James E. 
Shindel, U.S. Navy, died at Tamaqua, Pa., March 
6. He was one of the most honored members of the 
Schuylkill County Bar. and his death is mourned by 
a ~~ circle of relatives . friends. Of him, the 
Reading Times says: ‘* He steadfastly declined poli- 
tical honors, aitbough his exceptional personal 
popularity gave practical assurance of success at 
the polls. Throughout the War of the Rebellion he 
was a staunch and zealous champion of the Union 
cause and a devoted friend of the soldier. In per- 
sonal character Conrad &. Shindel was distinguished 
by an instinctive sense of honor, coupled with a 
genial and generous temperament that bound bim 
to all who knew him as with hooks of steel. In all 
the relations of life—as a husband and father, as a 
lawyer and man of business, as a friend and neigh- 
bor, and as a member of society at large—he was in 
the fullest sense of the characterization a true map; 
and after a life of usefulness and honor be has gone 
to his eternal rest, leaving to his bereaved family 
the grateful heritage of a name unstained and a 
rn tbat will ever be cherished by all who 
new him.”

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THE CASB OF COMMANDER McCALLA. 


Tue Court of [nquiry into the administration of 
affairs on board the U. S. 8. 4 Com- 
mander Bowman H. McCalla, U. 8. N., met at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard on Tuesday last, organizing in 
Building No. 7, deciding in secret session that the 
proceedings should be public and then adjourning 
to the Enterprise. 

The members of the court are Rear Admiral Louis 
A. Kimberly, Commo. W. P. McCann and Capt. Os- 
car F. Stanton, with Lieut. ’erry Garst, Judge Ad-+ 
vocate. Comdr. McCalla was accompanied by his 
counsel, Jos. H. Choate, of New York, and Gustavus 
Menzies, of [ndiana, formerly in the Navy. 

The court and the spectators assembled on the 
poop deck, and in accordanve with the admiral’s 
suggestion, Capt. McCalla ordered a general muster 
of the whole crew, including even seutries, men on 
watch below, and officers and men under suspen- 
sion. More than 159 tars were ranged in a long line 
on the larboard side of the quarter deck below. Sec- 
retary Tracy’s precept was again read aloud by the 
~~ rms after which he stepped forw

After a momentary pause three men strode across 
the deck; they were followed by others until eleven 
bad arranged themselves in a line facing their com- 
rades. Lieut. Garst then proceeded aiong the line 
and toek their names as follows: Ensign G. W. 
Kline, Chief Engr. James EKatwistie, Jeremiah Shay, 
fireman; J. W. Bitner, fireman; A. C. Neill, seaman; 
Paul Hennig, seaman; J. H. Henning, private ma- 
rine; Samuel Westburg, labor apprentice; Wm. 
Fitzgerald, coal heaver; Michael Keavy, 
heaver, and J. M. oe bayman. 

The taking of testimon non Wednesday. 

Lieut. Ingersoll, executive officer, testified re- 
garding the system of discipline on board tne En 
terprise. All punishments, he said, as far as he 
knew, were in accordance with the regulations. 
John Lorsch,.the sailmaker’s mate, who came 
aboard drunk and noisy, was shut up in one of the 
coal bunkers in double irons, where his noise could 
not be heard, and kept there all night. 

“Wasn’tit necessary to put Lorsch in the coal 
bunker for the comfort of the crew?” asked Mr. 
Menzies. 

“Tbe coal bunkers were the only places where a 
man’s cries would be inaudible,’ replied the wit- 
neas. 

At one time 10 or 12 men were chained together in 
pairs and made to walk about on the quarterdeck 
for seven bours. They bad come aboard drunk, and 
were placed on the quarterdeck so that no more 
liquor should be smuggled to them, and that they 
might be under the eye of the officer of tbe deck. 
This was done by order of the commanding officer. 
On one occasion two men were triced up to a 
Jacob's ladder leading to the bhammock-rail. The 
men were ordered to toe a seam, and refused to 
stand up,so they were triced up. There was no 
weight on their lashings, except such as chey threw 
on and be did not think that they suffered at ail. 

A part of the crew was com of men of bad 
character. More liquor was sm led on board 
than he had ever seen before on a ship in all bis ex- 
perience. The men were violent and disorderly 
when drunk. He regarded Walker usa bad man. 
Ono the nigbt that Commander McCalla cut Fireman 
Walker the witness was awakened by the shout of 
some one on the gundeck. He heard Commander 
McCalla cometo the door of his cabin and order 
that the noise be stopped. He then heard the com- 
mander come out of the cabin. It was about Il 
o’clock at night, but as the ship was at Christiana, 
in 60 degrees north latitude, it was light enough to 
read print on deck. 

Mr. Ingersoll hastily dressed and followed the 
commander, who waiked to where Walker was in 
double irons, just abaft the smokestack. Commanad- 
er MoUalla ordered the man to stop bis noise, and 
was answered by violent and insulting language. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to gag him, In 
the struggle Walker worked his way stil! farther 
aft to gun No.3,on the starboard side. About 20 
men had left their hammocks under the forevastie 
and had crowded aft. They watched what was 

oing on, and seemed to be in oyepethy with 
alker. The man still continuinp usive and 
violent, Commander McCalla drew his sword and 
cut him over the head. Lieutenant Ingersoll ordered 
the men to go forward, thinking that such a scene 
should not be witnessed by the crew. They went 
reluctantly aod sullenly. alker was stunoed for 
awhile, aud was placed in his hammock in the star- 
board gang way, the witness continued. The surgeon 
was summoned to attend Walker. When Waiker 
was cut down he was half-sitting, half lying on the 
deck. Commander McCalla did not raise his hand 
higher than his shoulder wben he hit Walker. 
The lieuteuant did not consider the blow a dan- 


gerous one. Walker was subsequently kept for 
some time in astraitjacket. Lieut. In testi - 
fied to other men having been placed in strait- 


eta, This was done to prevent their getting 
iquor. One of the jackets was exhibited for the in- 
formation of the court. Lieut. Logersoll testified to 
the care exercised by Capt. McCalla in fitting up 
the ship for the sanitary welfare of the men, and 
the unusual amount of liberty ashore and money 
allowed them. He thought that if the crew had 
been a good one the cruise would not have been 
fraught with unusual incidents. He said that out 
of acrew “ ro ahere had been sixty desertions in 
the course 0 e cruise. 
On cross-examination the following dialogue took 
place between Mr. Menzies and Lieut. Ingersoll in 
to the Walker affair. ; 
* Did you not regard it as an extraordinary inci- 
dent ?’’ 
“I regarded it as the most extraordinary incident 
of my naval career.” : 
“in to the men crowding aft, you mean?’ 
“In every res a ? 
* Was it nota — of gress pad ” 
“it was certainly a moment of anxiety.’ 
* Under the circumstances do you not think Com- 
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mander MoCalla was justified in using his sword on 
Waiker ?” 

Lieut. Logersoll paused a minute, and then replied 
in a low but firm voice: “ 1 do not.” 

The witness made some further statements about 
the insubordination of the crew. He said that the 
firemen and coal heavers had objected from the be- 
ginning ef the cruise to drilling ut the battery. For 
a week or ten days before the Walker incident the 
turbulent element in the crew bad been sullen and 
disobedient, and these mev were ready for any- 
thing. The struggle with Walker was, in the opin- 
ion of the witness, one of those cases where a man 
in McCalla’s position could not long deliberate as to 
what to do. He had to actand act quickly, not alone 
that be might assert bis authority to the culprit 
—— but as an example to his disobedient asso- 
cia 

Iaeut. Herman F. Fichbobm testified that the only 
case he could recollect where a superior officer as- 
sauited an inferior was when the chief engineer 
slapped the face of one of the boys for giving bim 
an impertinent answer. The witness bad seen a few 
men 1D straitjackets, but his observation didn't 
extend very far beyond this. He said more liberty 
was given to first-class conduct men on board the 
Enterprise than on auy other vessel he knew of. 

Lieut. Hugo Osterhaus, the next witness, bad no 
testimony to give bearing on the incidents at issue, 
as he had been on thestaff of the Enterprise only 
for the last six months. 

Lieut. Saul C. Lemly, watch officer of the Enter- 
prise, was next asked by the J. A.: “What system 
or systems of discipliuve prevailed on the U.S3S.5. 
En ?’ Lieut. Lemly paused long before he 
replied, Finally he sad : 

_“There was rather a lack of any system of discip- 
line at all than the adoption of any particular sys- 
.tem in vogue in the Navy. Tne awards for the pun- 
ishment of offenders ana the grants of shore lib- 
erty were made in a manner systematically erratic. 

For the same offence committed different men were 
punished in different ways. Different men in the 
same Class had different privileges extended to them 
in the modes of liberty.” 

“In the investigation of the reports of officers,” 
continued the witaoess, “| found there was no sys- 
tem followed. Reports of dereliction of duty which 
were made by me were often igoored. If I had the 
report book | could show specific reports that I 
wade myself of men stowing themselves away when 
they ~ Tomes have been on deck, which were utterly 
ignored. 

_ The report book was ordered to be produced, but 
Capt. McCalia told the court that two years ago the 
Department did not furnish printed forms, and 
small blank books were used instead. These books, 
the captain said, bad been lost. Lieut. Lemly was 
then asked what he knew about Walker’s vase. 

“TI took the deck,” ne said, “at 4 o’clock the next 
morning, and found Walker lying on the port side of 
the deck on tarpaulins in double irons and gagged 
with a piece of wood. I received orders frum the 
officer | relieved that Walker was to be kept there. 
We got under weigh during that watch, and 1 bad 
Walker sent forward to the topgallant forecastle. 
Whetber he was sober or not I van’t say, as the gag 
was still in his mouth,” 


The first the witness knew of Lorsch’s confine- 
ment was when Assistant Engimeer Bennett came 
to him and reported that tne sailmaker’s mate was 
in one of the coal bunkers and in a very dangerous 
situation, as the coal was liable to shilt and crush 
him. Lieut. Lewly took Lorsch out and bad him 
coufined in the fore passage. 

“1 remember the circumstance of a number of 
men being ironed together,” said the witness, * and 
kept on the quarter deck all night and the following 
day until 8 in the evening, at which time I was re- 
lieved. Tne men were on their feet all the time. 
i kept them on their feet at the orders of my exeeu- 
tive officers.”’ 

“* Do you know of any other instance of a super- 
ior assaulting or provoking by gestures or words an 
inferior?” asked the Judge Advocate. 

“I remember one such case very well,” answered 
Lieut, Lemly. “it was when we were at Mosam- 
bique, and it happened on April 27, 1889. There had 
been a fire in the coal bunkers, and ali hands were 
turned cut to help quell it. Louis Meyer, an ap- 
prentice of 20, was ordered to go into the bunkers 
aud take bis turn at fighting fire, but he refused to 
go. The next morning Capt. McCalla ordered me 
to send Meyer to bim. I had Meyer taken into the 
commander's presence, who fancied that he caught 
Meyer smiling at him, and said angrily: ‘What do 
you mean by smiling at me?’ Then he turned on 
his hee} and directed an orderly to bring his sword 
from his cabin. Capt. McCalla paced back and 
forth until bis sword was brought. He seized it 
quickly, aod advancing to Meyer he brought the 
sword up to a perpendicular position, point up- 
ward, barely two inches from Meyer’s face.

“The commander then went back to his cabin, 
Meyer was tried by court-martial the next day.” 

Lieut. Lemly said. he knew that the cases which 
the commander appeared at the mast to investigate 
were the exception and not the rule. On cross- 
examination the witness said there was nutbing in 
the manner of Meyer that he could cal! diare- 
spectful. 

“if you bad been commanding officer,” said Law- 
yer Menzies, “you would bave inaugurated a differ- 
ent system ?”’ 

“I have a very decided opinion,” replied the wit- 
ness promptly, “that my s>stem would be a com- 
pease vbange from the one employed by Capt. Mc- 
Valla.”’

“I prefer to let the court fix the responsibility,” 
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Lieut. Lemly said his personal relations with his 
commander had always been pleasant. The occa- 
sions on which he was taken to task were rare and 
he thought they had never led to any unpleasant- 
ness, at least on his part. 

Lieut. Richard T. Mulligan was the next witness 
called. He was the watch officer when Fireman 
Walker, contrary to his express orders, came on 
deck and began his shouts and cries. Mulligan or- 
dered him to be taken forward and ironed, and four 
men were trying to accomplish this whea the com- 
mander appeared on the scene. The men forward 
began to caterwau! and turn out of their bunis. 
Walker started to abuse the captain as soon as he 
caught sight of him. The witness gave some of the 
terms which Walker used, among which were: 
“ You baldheaded —— ——,” and “ You Yankee —— 
——, the war isn’t over yet, and | won't have a —— 
—— Yankee talking to me." 

“Then,” the witness said, “after trying gagging 
and salt water baths on Walker, the captain went 
aft and got his sword, and ordered me to buckle 
mine on, too.” 

*** Now, you shut up,’ said the captain. ‘This has 
gone on long enough.’ 

“*You haven’t got heart enough, you —— ——, 
Walker yelled back. 

“Then the commander struck 
the head, and he sank down. 

“*Now, you’ve done it, you old —— ——!' came 
from the forward hatch. Whereupon Captain Mc- 
Calla ordered me to drive the men back and take 
my stand at the hatch with drawa sword.” 

Dn connection with the ironing of a dozen men at 
Cronstadt, Lieut. Mulligan told how he marched a 
detail to a target range near by, and gave them two 
bours’ practice at the butta. hen he found it time 
tu return half a dozen of the men had thrown down 
their rifles and slipped away to the village, while 
several more were ae dead drunk on the turf. 
The witness explained that the men bad free access 
to plenty of vodki, a sort of Russian whiskey, dur- 
ing the intervals of firing, and had_ succeeded in 
filling themselves up pretty well. He hired two 
droskies and bundled in the drunken men and the 
abandoned rifles and drove through the town with 
his men hooting and yelling ou the way. The men 
who k partin this were ironed anda left on the 
quarter deck, as already told by the other wit- 
nesses. Mulligan said that in his experience at sea 
he had pever seen such a lotof hard characters to- 
gether. There often was a conflict between the en- 
gineer and the watch officers. The firemen were 
suppoved to take their turnsin guo drill, but for 
two or three weeks atatime there would be some 
men who would be kept below, so that he could not 
get at them. Lieut. Mulligan mentioned an incident 
at Port Said where be struck an apprentice in the 
face whom he caught mimicking his orders. He, the 
lieutenant, reported bimself€ at once to the com- 
mandant, who reprimanded him, and reported the 
incident to the Wepartment with unusual prompt- 
ness. 

On Thursday P. J. Werlich, lieutenant, junior 
grade, testitied that 1n his opinion there were de- 
partures from the ordinary discipline prescribed by 
the Navy regulations iu the watter of confinements 
imposed as punishments and of extra duties ep- 
forced at times, giving specific examples. The gen- 
eral occasion for punisbwents had o drunken- 
ness. The men had gone on shorein large num- 
bers, despite special precautions to prevent them, 
and came on board drunk. The men were impris- 
oned largely as a precautionary measure, to pre- 
vent more drunkenness. As to the attention paid 
by the commander to offences reported by officers, 
the witness said that he believed McCalla took the 
proper vourse in regard to the more serious vharges, 
but delegated reports of lighter offences to the care 
of the executive officer. in point of cleanliness the 
Enterprise did not compare favorably witb other 
ships. Tuere was apn excuse for this, nowever, | 
witness thought, in the fact that the Enterprise di 
much more cruising than any other ship be had 
served on, and at the same time her crew was 
drilled more frequently than on mostships. in tbe 
matter uf drills the witness regarded theship’s crew 
as superior. Asa whole they were not as bad a lot 
as he had sbipped with in the Pacific. Themen on 
the E he believed, enjoyed too much lib- 
erty ior the best discipline. The order on the Enter- 
prise was not so good as on the Lancaster. 

The Enterprise did more cruising and had more 
at po practice and battery drill than the witness 
had ever known in his connection with other ves- 
sels. For this reason and owing to the necessity for 
frequent coaling, the ship was pot as clean as sbe 
should have been. Moreover, an epidemic of “la 
prippe ” disabled fully 75 per cent. of the crew. 

bat led to the order being given not to wash decks 
while the epidemic continued. The men were for 
the most part indifferent seamen. Too much “li- 
berty”’ and too lax discipline easily demoralized 
them. 

Asst. Surg. C. G. Herndon testified as to the ex- 
tent of Walker's injuries. He bad a cut about an 
inch and a half long on the back of his head, which 
penetrated through the scalp, but not into the 
membrane next the scalp. ed the wound 
with antiseptic dressing, which was not removed, 
but was removed on the next day, the wound being 
healed. He never had asked, as he remembered, 
that ag bree | be done for the comfort of the crew 
which McCalla bad not granted. He showed a re- 
gard for their ccmfort. ln respect to cleanliness and 
sanitary precautions the witness thought, consider- 
ing the nature of the Enterprise's cruise, these 
were all that could have been required or expected. 

Asst. Paymwr. Jobn A. Mudd, woo saw Capt. Mc- 
Calla strike Walker, said that the captain had no 
alternative but use decisive means. If he hadn’t 
done so there would have been serious trouble; in 
any case he had only tapped Walker with hissword 
—once lightly, and twice again with more force, but 
even then the witness supposed that Walker was 
only scratched. 

Asst. Kngineer F. M. Bennett and Lieut. H. K. 
White, M. C., and Ensign G. W. Kline also testified 
on Thursday in confirmation of the charges of lack 
of discipline on the Enterprise, the severity, irregu- 
larity and injustice of the punishments, etc. 

Lawyer Choate asked Mr. Bennett whether he had 
not prompted the reports in the daily papers. This 
he denied. He was then asked if he made any 
written statement, by letter or otherwise, to any

Mr. Choate then said: “The court cannot fail to 
have notieed that malignant and spiteful reports 
against Comdr. McUalia on this cruise have been 
published, before and since the arrival of the En- 
terprise, and now we propose to trace them to offi- 
— iu the Navy Department, and so prove con- 
spiracy.” 








LAUNCA OF THE CONCORD. 

THE new United States cruiser Concord was suc- 
cesstully launched at 2.15 P M.. March 8, 1890, from 
the Roach shipyards, Chester, Pa. Over five thous- 
and ple were present to witness the event, which 
was ip every way satisfactory.

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LOUK BACKWARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


ALLow an old sailor to thank you for bolding up 

the bands of Senator Chandler in bis firm stand in 
favor of the monitor system for figbtinz- vessels in- 
stead of the pooderous machines called battleships. 
Looking backward half acentury the writer re- 
members playing about the decks and hold of the 
old Vermont, which had lain for years on its stocks 
in one of the shiphouses at the Charlestown Navy- 
yard. In another house lay the Virginia, both 74’s, 
ready to launch if ever occasion called for their use. 
Compare if you will the record of service of these 
two beavy ships, or of the Columbus (which we boys 
used to call the ** Clumsy-bus’’ from the fact that it 
was a difficult feat to navigate her from her summer 
moorings in the stream to ber winter position along- 
side the wharf at the Navy-yard), and add to these 
tne Ohio and New Hampshire and others of like ilk, 
with that of the Cumberland, launched from the 
same yard in 1841, and which at the age of 20 years 
rendered its pame immortal; or with tbe record of 
the Congress, tbe Savannah, saying nothing of the 
smart, bandy frigates that ggve our Navy a reputa- 
tion in the lust war with Eveland. Look at the at- 
tempt to render the old 74 Independance useful by 
cutting herdown adeck. Giveus arecord of the 
120-gun ship Pennsylvania. How many miles did 
she ever sail? How many ports did she ever enter 
or could enter. Paraphrasing the speech of an old 
Congre sman upon the question of building these 
74's and substituting “battleships” for 74’s and 
**monitors”’ for frigates, we have: ** We do not 
want battleships. Two monitors can be built and 
kept afloat at the same or less expense as one battle- 
ship: and for the purpose which we want them— 
fighting and coast defence--ttey a’e worth two 
battlesbips, etc. Many of our present Congressmen 
have spouted that speech as boys. Let them spout 
it again as parapbrased, and looking backward see 
if iu the light of experience it is not likely to prove 
as true pow. And let them vote accordingly. Build 
your cruisers as fancifully as you please and as 
many of them as will suffice to represent us in all 
foreign stations with «redit and efficiency for all 
ordinary occasions, and make them fast toact as 
scouts during threatened invasion, but when it 
comes toa figbting Navy, if we want one at all we 
want it for fighting and not tor show or offivers’ 
pleasure yachts. 

Provide monitors witb a burricane deck bridge be- 
tween turrets, and also the sameimproved system of 
ventilation given the * Squadron of Evolution,” and 
your monitor ts as pleasant to live in as the Atlanta, 
and would have full as much available spacé for 
open air exercise at sea as thit ship;while in battle, 
witb scarcely a vulnerable point for an oppovent’s 
aim, and with a roll of only 54¢ degrees in a gale to 
her consorts’ 18 to 25 degrees (representing in no 
measure that of a lofty sided battleship, whose 
heavy battery and its shields are high above the 
sbip’s centre of gravity,) the monitor's gun's crew 
have a great advaptage inaseaway. G. V. Fox, io 
his report of the behavior of the Miantonomoh in 
vour Feb. 15 issue, p. 477, says, that in a moderate 
gale io the trough of the sea, her ports to windward 
would be liable to be flooded, and an antagouist 
would therefore select a position to windward ina 
seaway. This has been claimed as a fatal defect; 
but let us see what would be tbe actual result of 
such a mavceuvre on the part of a broadside battle- 
ship. The lofty-sided wroadside battleship would 
also be obliged to lie “*in the trough of the sea”’ in 
order to bring her broadside guns into play, apd in 
such a position she indulges in such * ground and 
lofty tumbling” that ber gunners need the gift of 
migbty quick sigbt as well as to be perfect *‘on-the- 
wing” shots to send their missles within half-a- mile 
of the monitor’s barely visible turret as she rises on 
the swell. 

But is the monitor going to lie supinely in 
the trough of thesea? Her best fighting position 
is head on, and while her antagonist is trying to 
bring down the sun and stars, she wil! be pretty apt 
to turn bead on and risking some badly aimed shot 

lump in the centre of her turret (all others would 

glancing ones) she sends a cuuple of sbells, which, 
being fired simultaneously from guns placed side by 
side, strike at almost the same point and instuot, 
causing their weight of metal to tell with exceed- 
ingly increased force, and if this (which from the 
monitor's steadivess is very likely to happen) sdould 
strike below the battleships line of plating as she 
rolls heavily to windward, then goud.bye to your 
battleship; she soon bevomes a full-bottle sbip. 
While on the Kuropean Station at the time the 
Miantonomoh wrs exhibiting herself in English 
ports, ber crew used to tell us a story not mentioned 
by Fox in his report. Some English officers ridi- 
culed the offensive powers of the monitor in com- 
parison with their own ships, and they, the moni- 
tor’s crew, represented Fox as offering to “allow 
each ship of their whole fleet in succession to firea 
broadside at the monitor if they would allow bim 
the same privilege against each o* theirs afterwards, 
and they declined. Build monitors, even if you keep 
them in ship-houses ready for launching as our fa- 
thers did the 74's, but don't repeat their mistake of 
aping the models of Europe, or build any useless 
equivalent to old 120 gun ship Pennsylvania. : a

article he bad written on monitors and found the 
fallacy of his arguments, as well as bis ignorance of 
a subject obtained through hearsay. In the vessel 
he could have found that strength was combined 
with stabilitv as well as superior fighting qualities, 
and have proveu beyond a doubt that he bas much 
to learn about monitors, as they have few equals aa 
a modern fighting-skin - fewer superiors. [t is a sur- 
prise to me that the Times ebould publish such ar- 
rant Dousense on a subject of such vital importance.

ARMY CHAPLAINS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 


In your esteemed paper of Feb. 8, you quote a 
correspondent as writing that, ** Two-thirds of the 
Army are Roman Catbolics and would attend the 
services of that church if the opportunity were 


afforded them. But all the chaplains witb one ex- 
ception are Protestant.”’ 
Your correspondent is mistaken. There are three 


Roman Catbolic chaplains. There should be more. 
It is difficult to estimate the number of Roman 
Catholics in the Army with anything like exactness 
Tbe matter of ratios is not easy to estimate. The 
proportion greatly varies in different regiments and 
organizations. in some companies nearly half muy 
be nominally Catholics, whereas in the four negro 
regiments there are scarcely any. Teking into 
aceount the entire army, the writer thinks the pro- 
portion of Catholics among the enlisted men to be 
about one-fourth—one-in-four, and among the com- 
mwissioued officers about one in twelve. 

Whether they “ would attend” is another ques- 
thon. It is probable that most of the enlisted men, 
whether Catholic or Protestant, did not greatly 
attend church before they enlisted aud many who 
80 Dame themselves are Cuthbolic or Protestant only 
in pame. The great majority of both rank and file 
are io religion ** Nothing.’”* Perhaps, in this matter 
of religion, the American Army is the true expon- 
ent of the American people, but in the Army the 
lack of religion is more apparent from the nature 
of the surroundings and circumstances. The social 
and other influences, that lead people to “hire 
— in popular churches, bave no weight in the 

rmy. 

In the present state of religious degeneracy and 
iotepse worldliness, * Religion in the Army,” and 
“The Chaplains’ Corps,’ are subjects beset with 
difficulty. Perhaps, General Schofield’s suggestion, 
that po new appointments of chaplains, to fill va- 
eancies, should be made, and that, instead, there 
should be an appropriation of money, to be ex- 
pended at the several posts, in obtaining religious 
ministrations from the clergy living pear by, may 
be the most barmonious and easiest solution of the 
question and most satisfactory to all concerned. 

Four of the chaplains are ubout to be retired for 
age. Two more are virtually retired, having been 
so recommended by Retiring Boards for disability. 
The remaining 28, including regimental chaplains, 
are of the following denomimations: Roman Catho- 
lic, three; Episcopalian, six; Presbyterian, three: 
Methodist, eight: Baptist, tive; utheran, one; 
Congregationalist, one; Christian, one. 

There are said to be over 100 religivus sects in the 
lund. Manifestly, but afew of them can be repre- 
sented in a body numbering only 34men. If the 
bpumber of chaplains is to remain at that figure, it 
would seem to be for the best interest of the Service 
that the selection should be limited to those de- 
nominations Most Dumerous and wide spread, with 
the understanding tbat only Methodists or Baptists 
were to be appointed to the four negro regiments. 
The apportionment of the 30 post chaplains would, 
tnen, something like this: Roman Catholic, six; 
Episcopa), six; Presbyterian, six; Lutheran, five; 
Methodist, four (and two recimental); Baptist, three 
(and two regimental). Total, 40 {and four regis 
mental), 34 chaplains.

A. G. O., the man’s description is entered in the 
regimental and company descriptive books, and ap 
pearing once on the muster roll for a back check 
would seem enough and to be reported avain a use- 
less waste of cime, labor and material. But no, ifa 
man serves pivety aud pine years, the color of his 
eyes, hair, etc., etc., etc., must go in monthly if a 
campaign is arrested, and if. blue eyed Jones gets a 
black eye tbe A.G. O. has a spasm. And we sup- 
pose that hereafter the company commander will 
never get a recruiting detail. 

The muster roll and monthly return shows every 
cbange that takes place during thé month, buta 
“Return of Men Joined,” “Men Killed and Cap- 
tured by Indians,” Be =o Report of Deserters,”’ 
etc., etc., etc., Must goin ou exact time or there is 
an epidemic. 

Is there any reason why one form of estimate 
should not answer for every class of stores supplied 
the Army, one blank form of invoices and receipts, 
one typical form of a returns for every de- 
partwent that vouchers shail be entered upon uni- 
formly, one form of abatracts for stores received, 
issued, expended, charged on muster roll? And 
yet every de ment has a form distinct for its 
own use, and, it would seem, much ingenuity has 
been exercised to make them differ in form and 
methods, as much as though each department was 
under a differeut government, and a company 
desk now resembles a modern post office of no small 
dimensions.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


PROFESSOR BLAKE’S apparatus for telephonic 
commupication between ships, and to detect the ap- 

roach of torpedo boats, either surface or submar- 
ne, and for distinguishing friend from foe in fog 
or dark, basits counterpart ia Eoglaud, where an 
invention of the same nature has been patented and 
is under trial. 

AN estimate of $200,000 has been submitted to 
Congress by the Navy Department for the purpose 
of fitting up the U. 8S.

The shelis used were 104¢ inch sub-caiibre, the 
metal stuff being spiral in build, and the shells 
much lighter than the old type. The fuses slone 
weighed nine and one-half pounds. No little credit 
of the day's success is due to the fuse action. The 
first fuse, set for 5 sec., exploded in 5.5 sec.; the sec- 
ond and third on time; the first in one second and 
the. other on contact with the water. The three 
shots were fired in nineteen minutes. The flight of 
the projectiles was perfect and the range exact. 
The trial demonstrated the ability of tho guns to 
throw “‘live’’ shells from the pieces on the Vesuvius 
to a distance of a mile; aud furiher, that they could 
be exploded at any desired interval of time after 
coutact with the water. The test was made before 
a naval board consisting of Capt. Robert F. Brad- 
ford as president and Lieut. Commander Henry N. 
Manney and Lieut. Seaton Schroeder as members.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The bills for the retirement of mates and to give 
Rear Admiral Jouett the full pay of his rank from 
date of retirement were favorably acted upon by 
the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs at its ses- 
sion this week. 

The bill for the removal of the pore powder 
magazine located on Ellis Island, New York Bay, 
was under consideration by the Senate Naval Com. 
mittee on March 12, but final action was postponed 
until the views of the Navy Departmen: could be 
obtained. The sentiment of the committee is favor- 
able tothe bill. A favorable report was adopted on 
the bill to reimburse the sureties of Paymaster J. C. 
Doyle for the amount they advanced to make up a 
deficiency in that officer’s. accounts several years 

Oo. 

he House Committee on Military Affairs reports 
adversely on the bill, H. R. 4653, for the retirement, 
with the rank and pay of brigadier general, of any 
general officer of the late war who was in command 
when one or more battles were fought and won. 
stating that they are not prepared to recommend 
any enlargement of the classes entitled to go op the 
retired list, and especially are not prerared to re- 
commend a bill of the special character of the one 
now under consideration. 

Chairman Cutcheon, of the House ge! Com- 
mittee, is preparing a most elaborate and e oqeent 
report in favor of the passage of the bill, H. R. 
6454, for the establishment of a national military 
post at the battlefield of Chickamauga. Mr. Cutch- 
eou is also wriling a strong report in support of the 
militia seacoast reserve bill, which will be well 
worth the attention of the House when finished. 

Considerable business of an important nature 
was transacted by the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs at its session this week, vhe bills of 
special importance favorably acted upun being H. 
R. 3865 providing for seven regiments of artillery ; 
H. R. 7974, to establish and define a sea-coast and 
frontier reserve; H. R. 7976, providing for the issue 
of certificates of merit to enlisted men of the Army 
for distinguished service; H. R. 608, appropriating 
$200,000 for the enlargement of Plattsburgh to ac 
comwodate a regiment of infantry; S. 381, for the 
relief of soldiers and sailors who enlisted under as- 
sumed names, and 3. 378, to increase the pay of pri- 
vates of the Hospital Corps. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has 
made a favorable report on the joint resolution 
authorizing Capt. George A. Anderson, 6th Cav., 
to accept from the President of the French Re- 
public a diploma conferring the decoration of 
chevalier of the National Order uf the Legion of 
Honor. Representative Chapman dissents because 
he regards *“‘the acceptance and display by a citi 
zen, and especially by an officer of the U. S., of a 
foreign decoration a reprehensible act."’ 

The House Committee, in its report on the bill 
to amend the R. 8., so as to include non commis- 
sioned officers in the provisions for the iseue of 
certificates of merit to enlisted men of the Army, 
says: 

It does not seem reasonable to your committee that the 
pee should receive a certificate of merit when he shall 

ave distinguished bimself in the Service, and that a cor- 
poral or sergeant, who may have performed an equally or 
more meritorious action, should be excluded from the bene- 
fits. These certificates, which are given by the President upon 
the recommendation of the commanding officer, are to the 
enlisted man whata brevet commission is to the commis- 
sioned officer. The occasions upon which these certificates 
of merit would be conferred in time of peace are ex- 
tremely rare, and in the A of your committee, the 
amendment is one demanded by every consideration of 
equity and justice. 

BILLS INTRODUCED.

H. M. 8. TRAFALGAR. 


Tue Trafalgar is not only the largest, but the 
most costly ship yet built for the British Navy. It 
is stated that the cost of her bull, fittingsand equip- 
ment, amounts to $3,430,000; her prope ling machin- 
ery, $470,000; gun mountings, $23] ; torpedo gear 
15,500; and guns, $281,700; making a grand total of 
$4,428,590. This eum represents twelve first-rates of 
tbe year 1800, seven of 1849, and three and a half of 
1859 with engines! The Trafalgar is all but com- 
pleted, and it is anticipated thata few weeks will 
see her in readiness as secoud flagship for the Medi- 
terranean. 

Of this vessel the Army and Navy Gazette, says 
“ The trial of the armament ofthe Trafalgar, which 
took place upon Saturday last, reflected the high- 
est credit upon the manufacturing skill which pro- 
duced the gurs. The action of ali weapons, both 
in the turrets and cage batteries, was most 
satisfactory. But we regret to say that the fears 
entertained in our leading article upon the Trafal. 
gar, of December 28 last, as to the probable disas- 
trous effect upon the ship of firing the heavy 67 ton 
guns, either point-blank abead or astern, or at small 
angles of eleyation, have been fully verified by the 
results of the trials. ; 

“At three degrees of elevation, with the maxi- 
mum charge of 630 lb. of slow-burcing experimen- 
tal powder and a service projectile of 1,250 Ib. 
weight, the blast produced by the rush of the pow- 
der and projectile, when the training was direct 
ahead, was so tremendous that the plates of the 
forecastle were forced in and deck-»‘eams bent 
out of shape; while almost every round carried 
away some fragment of the projecting portions of 
the ship beyond the Pas tap tat even when 
the training of the guns was to the right or left. La 
point of fact, there could be only one opinion as to 
the fatal mistake which has been made in the de- 
sign of the Trafalgar’s turrets. The axis Of the 
guns, relatively tothe plane of the forecastle and 

p decks, is at least 3 ft. too low. Lt is impossible 

o conceive what would be the condition of this 
vessel after, say, 25 rounds had been tired in an ap- 
proximasaly horizontal direction, either abead or 
astern. It is intolerable to reflect that our latest 
and finest ironclads—of which, too, we have a du- 
plicate—cannot fire its heavy turret-guns in a 
normal direction without peeling off solid portions 
of its unarmored ends.”

In the case of James D. Crenshaw y. United 
States, appellant from the Court of Claims, the Su- 
premeé Court of the United States re-affirms the law 
of the Blake decision, that Secs. 1229 and 16384 Rey. 
Stat., ‘‘only operated to withdraw from the Presi- 
dent the power previonsly existing in him of 
removing officers at will, and without the concur- 
rence of the Senate; and that there was no inten- 
tion to withdraw from him the power to remove 
with the advice and concurrence of the Senate.” It 
necessarily follows “that it was not intended to 
place an officer where he had never before been, be- 
yond the power of Congress to make any provision 
for his removal even by the executive who ap- 
pointed him.” The court decides that an officer 
appointed for a definite time or during good behay- 
ior has no “‘vested interest or contract right in his 
office of which Congress could not deprive him.” 
They quote decisions in other cases to show tnat 
a contract is ‘‘clearly distinguishable from measures 
or engagements adopted or undertaken by the body 
politic or State government for the benefit of all, and 
from the necessity of the case, and according to 
universal understanding, to be varied or discon- 
tinued as the public good shall require.” The court 
says: ‘‘Applying the above principles, it remains to 
say that we know of no instance in which their as- 
sertion is more imreratively demanded by the pub- 
lic welfare than in this case, and such others as 
this. If the position taken by the appellant is cor- 
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rect, then a logical and unavoidable result is, that 
our country, if ever we are so unfortunate as to be 
again involved in war, will be compelled, after the 
treaty of peace, to maintain the entire official force 
of the Army and Navy, and a kost of sinecur- 
ists, m full pay as long so they shall live; 
either that or to disband the Army and 
Navy before the peace shall be made, even this 
wholly inadmissible alternative being legally possi- 
ble from one of appellant’s positions. [t1s mpossi- 
ble to believe that such a condition of affairs was 
ever contemplated by the framers of our organic or 
statute law. Whatever the form of the statute, the 
officer under it does not hold by contract. He en- 
joys a privilege revocable by the sovereignty at will, 
and one Legislature cannot deprive its successor of 
the power of revocation.” In this particular case 
the court decides that the appellaot would have had 
no claim even if his term of office were for life, and 
that under the statute which fixes the course at the 
Naval Academy at six years, he executed a bond 
when he entered the Service to serve for eight years 
unless discharged by competent authority, (gus 
recognizing his liability to be discharged. 








THE MONITORS AGAIN. 


WE regret that we have so little space to give to 
the young gentlemen whose bright intellects irradi- 
ate the columns of our daily contemporaries with 
speculations as to what the monitor type of vessel 
might, could, would, or shouid be. It is sufficient 
to remind them that as this is the only existing type 
of naval vessel that has been fully tested ip actual 
war, we have confined ourselves to giving authentic 
testimony as to the behavior under such circum- 
stances of actual monitors, and not of those our 
critics are evolving out of the depths of their inte- 
rior consciousness. Of course, as we have said, 
allowances must be made for the advantages the 
monitor would derive, in common with all other 
types, from the improvement in armor, in guns, in 
powder, ete. Hence, from the discussion fairness 
would eliminate all the criticism on the monitor, 
due to the peculiarities of the less perfect struc 
tures of twenty five years ago. When from this 
discussion we further take the ignorance that de- 
scribes the Dictator as a vessel with seven feet free- 
board and the Captain as a vessel illustrating the 
behavior of an Ericsson monitor, there seems to be 
little left beyond a confused talk about the monitor 
and the battleship in their ‘‘ tactical, structural 
and economical’ aspects. We take this choice 
specimen from the chunks of wisdom with which 
our daily contemporaries are furnishing their 


readers : 

Low freeboard advocates cite cases where, when a moni- 
tor under convoy of high freeboard ships met heavy 
weather, glasses full of water on the monitor were nt 
spilt, and peasone recorced rolis of only four or five de- 
greez, while every thing ove was flying across the deck 
of the high-sided consorts, and the pendulums were record- 
ing ong of roll of 25 and 30 degrees. The observed results 
are true, but they are ascribed to the wrong cause. The ac- 
tual pa Sowa of the monitor to the horizontal at the time 
may easily have been as much as 15 degrees—a common in- 
clination of the sloping surface ef waves—yet the water did 
not spill from the glasses on board for the same reason that 
tbe water of the wave did not run bodily down the wave 
slope of 15 degrees. 


That is to say, so far as we can understand this, 
that the law of gravity which compels water to run 
out of a full vessel when it is inclined at too great 
an angle with the horizon is suspended on board the 
monitor. We had not thought of this argument in 
favor of the monitor, but we give it for what it is 
worth. Much more conclusive as to the merits of the 
monitors are the statements contained in the letter 
we published last week signed ‘‘ Naval Officer,” and 
those appearing this week from two others, whose 
experience with monitors enables them to speak ad 
visedly. We commend also to the attention of our 
readers the extracts on the same subject from the 
London Engineer. 

We have never urged an exclusive dependence upon 
monitors. Our purpose has been to save the Goy- 
ernment from being made the victim of the most 
extraordinary ignorance concerning these vessels, 
which appears to prevail even in professional cir- 
cles, if we may judge from the statements of some 
of the “experts.” We would remind these gentle- 
men that when it comes to the discussion of this 
particular question we claim the authority of an 
‘* expert” ourselves : only we are not so jealous of 
our reputation in this regard, that we shall not be 
quite willing to present any statement contradictory 
of what we have said, Thus far, let it be observed 
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not one correspondent of the JoURNAL has ques- 
tioned what we have said, while we haye had many 
letters confirmatory of our opinion. Thus far, too, but 
one naval officer bas presented himself in propria 
persona to criticise the monitor, and ha proceeds 
upon the assumption that the Dictator was a ves- 
sel having six or seven feet freeboard. 








APPRENTICE BATTALIONS. 


As General Schofield heartily approves of appren- 
tice battalions we may expect to hear, at any time, 
of one or more being established and equipped. 
Other countries, < ccording to their institutions, are 
turning their attention in the same direction and 
the military instruction of boys can be studied in 
Switzerland, France aad England, so our country 
need make no mistake. With us the duty of such 
training is divided between the States and the 
Nation, and the part the Nation has assumed so far, 
it has done edmirably; but now it must assume 
further responsibility. It must train not only 
the officers, but the non-commissioned officers, for 
its permanent force or be content with dangerous 
inferiority. There is no sufficitnt reason why the 
German non-commissioned officers should know one 
whit more than ours, and the proper training of 
military apprentices will elevate ours to a superior- 
ity over any others. The Journal of the Royal 
United Service Institution this year publishes the 
paper of. Major A. V. Fordyce on ‘‘ The Military 
Training of Boys,” and the following extracts are of 
interest to our Service, viz. : 


* * 

The advocates of the cadet system claim that service in a 
cadet battalion must be of immense value, not only to the 
lads who serve in them but to the country at large. In 
these battalions they learn selt-respect, subordination, 
punctuality, smartness, and most of those qualities which 
are so uit bi to encore in life. 

* * * 

Leaving nai they aint bome, smarten aaeniee up, 
go to their drill ball, where they are sure to tind either in- 
struction or pleasant companions to accompany them to 
cricket or foot ball, or whaicver may be in seasor, or they 
remain in the drill ball reading the papers provides, play- 

i ng at bagatelleand other games, exercising their muscles 
on gymnastic appliances, or practicing shooting, signaling, 
first aid to the wounded, or the many other things incic- 
ental to a weil conducted’ —_ = 

Most of these youug men have during their service ob- 
tained a soldierly instinct, and they join - or the other 
branches of Her Majesty’ 's Army. Out of who have 
passed through the ranksof the Ist Cadet Battalion Royal 
Warwick Regiment, 80 per cent. bave continued their 
career in either the jine, the militia or the volunteers, and 
hardly an evening passes but some stalwart young fellow, 
resplendent in his pew uniform, comes down to be admired 
by his old comrades. I think the Army will gain one thing 
from the spread of cadet battalions. They will get a class 
of recruits who will not desert. The lad who has served 
four years in a cadet battalion kaows something about a 
soidier’s life,and if he adopts it professionally it is most 
probably because he has become imbued with a military 
spirit. * * It might be possible to utilize cadet buttai- 
ions as a satisfactory means of supplying what is becoming 
so serious a deficiency in the Army of to-day, viz., trained 
non-commissioned o cers. 


T think in vane, guttinte for the pe of conseription, 
the youth of the country should take this easy way of per- 
forming a public duty. If young men thoroughly learn 
their drill from tourteen to eighteer, they are never likely 
to forget its lessons, and the pnysival ‘ad vantages of drill to 
growing lads are so obvious that I need do no more than 
mention them, 

* * e . * . 

The Australian Governments have recognized the vast 
importance of training their youths (or the future defence 
of those colonies, and have not thrown every difficulty in 
the wey; such as has been done in certain official quarters in 
Bogiaad 

. - * * 

To train boys to the use of arms and in discipline is not to 
brutalize their natures, but to give them a vaiuable training 
in obedience and loy alts attsinable by no other mvans. 

But give this young ieveineee room to grow in and give 
it such facilities for growing that it will grow straight aod 
robust, and be a means of life-long blessing to thousands of 
the working lads of this country. 

Major-General Lyon Freemantle, the chairman, 
stated he was authorized by the Adjutant-Geperal 
of the forces tosay: * * * ‘* He considers it is 
not only to be very greatly to the advantage of the 
boys that they should be early trained in habits of 
discipline and self-respect, but he considers that 
indirectly, it will be of great advantage tothe Army 
because, no doubt, many of these boys, after having 
undergone a certain amount of military training, 
will eventually enter into the armed forces of the 
country either as volunteers or as militiamen or as 
soldiers. For all these reasons he takes the greatest 
interest in the movement, and he is prepared to do 


anything he possibly can to advance it.” 








THE early return of the ist U.S. Artillery as a 
regiment to New York Harbor, after an absence of 
nearly eighteen years, reminds us of the flight of 
time and the many changes which have taken place 
during that period. All the present captains were 
then lieutenants, some of them well down the list. 
One of the field officers, the gallant Upton, is dead, 
the others, Vogdes, Brannan, Hamilton, and Best, 
are on the retired list. The senior captain, Silvey, 
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is dead; the second, Closson, is colonel of the 4th, 
and the third, Langdon, is now the colonel of his 
own beloved regiment, in which he served as a lieu- 
tenant and a captain for almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The junior 2d lieutenant, Palfrey, is now a 
captain of engineers. Bat it is the same old regi- 
ment still, and never in better condition than now. 








‘*TIr you see what you want don’t ask for it” 
would seem to be a fitting motto for the walls of the 
Executive Mansion if the appointment of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel William Smith as Paymaster-General 
of the Army is to be taken as a criterion in filling 
future vacancies in the Army. This appointment 
was a veritable surprise to the Army, and to the 
appointee as well. He was not a candidate, bur, on 
the contrary, had done much active work in the 
interest of his brother, Colonel Rodney Smith, the 
senior officer of the corps. It was while engaged 
on this mission that he unconsciously paved the 
way for bis own advancement, if the report we hear 
is correct. It is said that he created such a favor- 
able impression with the President during a recent 
interview, the subject of which was Colonel Rodney 
Smith, that the Executive conceived the idea then 
and there of giving him the appointment. This, it 
is said, was after the President ad made up his 
mind to pass over the senior aud the several other 
active candidates and to look for some one with a 
good record and the necessary qualifications, who 
had not applied for the position. Lieutenaut-Col- 
onel Willam Smith was the first one on the list 
that fulfilled all these requirements, and as inter- 
views with the Secretary and officers of the Dapart- 
ment, and General R. OC. Drum especially, confirmed 
the good impression conceived duriag the interview 
referred to, the appointment was announced. Lay- 
ing aside the one question of seniority, the appoint- 
ment, although a surprise will be most satisfactory 
to the Army. Even the advocates of seniority 
accept the appointment with good grace, consider- 
ing the fact that the new Paymaster-General en- 
tered the Army three years before his brother, the 
senior colonel, who was bis clerk during these three 
years. General William Smith has a fine record and 
by experience and taste 1s especially well qualified 
to manage the affairs of the Pay Department. He 
will go down to history in company with Miles 
Standish as an illustration of,the advantages of for- 
getting yourself in serving your friends. 








A CORRESPONDENT sagely suggests that the noto- 
riety the press has given to the Wild case, the 
amnesty proclamation, etc.,. coupled with the many 
unfair statements made, Kill do much to prevent a 
good class of men from enlisting, and the evil can- 
not be counterbalanced by all the inducements which 
may be offered by law and regulatior. Three- 
fourths of the deserters at large, says he, were noth- 
ing more than tramps and ‘‘bums,” the product of 
city slums, and to that class of men amnesty will 
be of nc benefit. They may come back, enjoy good 
meals, clean clothes and good quarters for a time, 
but soon they will return to their idols and go on 
the tramp until the appearance of another amnesty. 





Tue Secretary of War has granted the Secretary 
of the Treasury a revocable license, authorizing him 
to establish the immigranv’s landing depot on Bed- 
low’s Island.

Tue British War Office has decided that when it 
is found necessary to handcuff a soldier in uniform, 
he should never be marched in military custody 
through the streets, unless such a course is abso- 
lutely unavoidable, tut a covered conveyance should 
be provided. It may be our own Service is in need 
of some reform in this direction. 








THE usual annual details to, and reliefs from, 
duty at the Military Academy were made this week, 
and will be found in the columns of Army orders. 
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A ComMIssaRY SERGEANT serds us what he terms 
a “gentle kick” against the forgetfulness of the 
framers of bills at Washington to provide an in- 
erease of pay for the post non-commissioned staff | 
Says he: “If par. 95, Army Regulations,means any- 
thing, the highest wages paid to enlisted men 
should be received by the members of the said 
staff. The ordnance sergeants should receive the 
highest, because usually promoted as a reward for 
long and faithful service; the post quartermaster 
sergeants—because their warrants are signed by the 
Secretary of War; and the commissary sergeants. 
for the extent of their responsibilities and because 
they work harder than any other men in the Army.”’ 
This correspondent, while complimenting the ARMY 
AND Navy JouRNAL on its excellent knowledge of 
Army affairs, says he sometimes thinks even the 
JOURNAL does not realize the amount of labor per. 
formed by a commissary sergeant. We beg to ais 
sure him that we have a thorough knowledge of 
the subject.

SPeAKUNe of the schemes for enlargiog our Navy,. 
the Engineer says: “Instead of a completely in- 
significant fleet, Ameriva proposes to have one 
shown on the list we give herewith of 369,000 tons 
armvred, and in all of 473,000 tons displacement, 
costing over 55,000,000 sterling—not of dollars, but 
English pounds. When it is borne in mind that the 
programme laid before our House of Commons last 
year was to provide for 318,000 tons only, and ata. 
cost of 21,500,000 sterling, the magnitude of the 
American programme may be appreciated. Lt may 
be noticed that the armored tonnage of Eagland in 
1888 was about 500,000,and of France 318,000 tons. 
Consequently, if America were at once to produce 
3€9,000 of armor-clad ships of the newest designs,. 
she would be more powerful than France, and, with 
all our additions since 1888, she would approach us 
in a formidable way. Seriously, the scheme is such 
as must raise the great question, how can it pay the 
United States to construct such a fleet? They have 
been in the happy position of professing not to need 
one in the way that a European nation, and espe— 
cially that England has needed hers up to this time. 
The States have not suffered in consequence in any 
way of which we are aware. Every one has re- 
spected America; she has proved that she can both 
make and fight ships in the best possible way when. 
she likes, as we have learned in former times to our 
cost. We do not doubt that these ships could be 
made and armed on American ground without 
going elsewhere, in course of time—though this 
would be a great feat—and we should expect thew 
to be handled in the best possible way. We look. 
upon each ship and upon each man as exactly as. 
possible like a British ship and a British sailer, sur 
rounding conditions being equal. [t can be done if: 
it is worth while. The question is still, how can it 
be worth while? This full programme can only pay 
in any sense if the American Republic plays a new 
part in the world, anda part which we fear must 
cause misgiving and disturbance. When Russia 
constantly adds to ber enormous armies, alarm is. 
caused becuuse notoriously no one wishes to attack. 
her. Is not the same thing true of America!”’ 





Srconp COMPTROLLER GILKERSON says he wil? 
decide witbin the next three weeks whether or not 
he will ask the Attorney General to reconsider his 
action concerning the Watson longevity claims. He 
has consented to hear the counsel for Captain Pull- 
man on a point which be did not cover in bis former 
brief, viz.: as to whether the Supreme Court has 
ever decided adversely to the stand taken by the 
Attorney General.

Since the case of Private Wild was brought to 
their attention the officers of the War Department 
bave busied themselves locking into the proceed- 
ings of other Court -martials. While they 
bave not. found any cases near so flagrant 
as that of Wild’s they have discovered a num- 
ber that show punishment out of all proportion 
to the offences committed. During the past week 
the President has remitted the unexpired portion of 
sentences in no less than 40 cases, and again that 
many more will probably receive similar action 
during the coming week. These cases nearly all in- 
volve dishonorab‘e discharge, forfeiture of pay and 
confinement in prison at hard labor for from three 
to five years for such offences as absence without 
leave and desertion, coupled with other less serious 
offences. It is the opinion of the present Adminis- 
tration that two years in the penitentiary is ample 
punishment for tbe very worst of the desertion 
sases in time of peace, and in remitting the sen- 
tences referred to that rule was strictly observed. 
Commanding officers have been so informed, and in 
future it is expected that in their reviews of Court- 
martial proceedings they will reduce any sentences 


that exceed that limit. 








=TuHE McCalla case continues to be an important 
topic among naval officers in Washington. It is dis- 
cussed in all quarters and from all standpoints, but 
with it all there is a remarkable unanimity of 
opinion on one point, and that is that McUalla is io 
a@ most unenviable position, andin great danger of 
losing bis commission. Due allowance was made on 
all sides for exaggeration in the newspaper accounts 
in the early stages of the affair, but as time passed 
on and private advices and the testimony of officers 
before the court confirmed the essential features of 
the newspaper accounts, even his best friends have 
been forced to acknowledge the seriousness of his 
-vase. They are at a loss to account for his con 
duct. It is the prevailing opinion in Washington 
that a Couit-martial will certainly follow the io 
vestigation now in progress at the Brooklyn yard, 
and the charges brought against Chief Engineer 
Entwistle and Ensign Kline by Commander McCalla 
will be * pigeon holed.” 








THE Philadelphia Inquirer, referring to a re ceut 
resolution by Meade Post, G. A. R., declaring it a 
shame and disgrace that no monuments have been 
erected upon the battlefield of Gettysburg “to 
mark the distinguished fame and glory” of the 
immortal Meade and Hancock, and calling on the 
Legislature to appropriate money foi the purpose, 
says: ‘The appropriations must be liberal ones. 
The statues must be made by the best sculptor 
whose services can be obtained. The art work and 
the situation where they are to be erected must 
beth be such as to make the statues the most con- 
spicuous on the field, and such as will say to every 
spectator: *‘ These are the men who above all others 


gained the victory.’” 








CAPTAIN MONTGOMERY SICARD succeeds Captain 
Henry L. Howison as president of the Naval Steel 
Board, the latter taking Captain Farquhar's place 
-on the Lighthouse Board, according to orders issued 
this week. Captain Sicard’s assignment is probably 
only temporary, as it is understood that he will be 
-given command of one of the new ships before the 
end of the year. It is expected that the scope of 
the Board’s work will be somewhat enlarged under 
bis management. The inspection of all material for 
ordnance purposes as well as sbips, it is said, will be 
added. 


In view of the limitcd amcunt of funds available 
for mileage for the remainder of the current fiscal 
year, a circular letter has been issued from the War 
Department directing that no orders be issued by 
Division and Department commanders invglving 
travel unless imperatively demanded.

RANK AND PAY OF THE NAVY. 


Lieut. J. C. Wrison, U. S. N., sends us from San 
Francisco two letters discussing the bills to equalize 
the rank and pay of the Navy. He refers to the 
facts connected with the “ Cowie bill,” to illustrate 
in part bow impossible it seems to be for-any one 
map, or for any upauthorized body of men, to 
formulate any bill on any subject effecting the 
personnel’ of the Navy without developing 
strong opposition from some quarter. 

Without discussing the merits of this bill, Lieut. 
Wilson states that itis admitted by all that some- 
thing should be done in the di: ection of th's measure. 
Still, he thinks that there isa matter of even greater 
importance demanding the attention of the Naval 
Ser\i_e. This is the matter of promotion. Of this he 
says: 

It affects the whole standing and efficiency ot the Sérvice, 
and is of vastly more moment than equalization of rank 
and pay. It is evident that the best results to the Service 
can pever be at'ained unless the individuals composing it 
are given the opportunity for proper development, acd it is 
certainly of prime importance that while endeavoring to 
— rank and pay some scheme should be adopted by 
which officers would not be obliged to pass the best years uf 
their lives in subordinate capacities, where they have 
neither proper responsibilities, independence of action, nor, 
in eee duties of a nature to call forth their best powers 
and stimulate them to proper exertions. 

Lieutenants now at the bead of the list will not arrive at 
agrade of command until they are over 50 years of age, 
nor to that of a “flag officer’ until they are over 60, when 
they are about ready to be retired from activeservice. [he 
best years of their lives bave been spent in subordinate 
capacities, and they will only arrive at positicus of com- 
mand when their nerve is gone, energies on the wane, and 
altogether not balf the men for command they would have 
been had they arrived there when their energies best fitted 
them for it. Any bill which might become a law to equalize 
the rank and pay of the Navy which did not include a better 
scheme for promotion than pow exists would fali far short 
of effectively benefiting the Service either as concerns the 
individuals in it, or its usefulness to the nation, 

Lieut. Wilson further says: “lt seems that the 
time is now ripe for the several am os of the Nav 
to throw aside all attempts at = egislation, an 
come together for the good of the whole Service. 
Let ‘line’ associations and ‘staff’ associations (if 
any exist for the express purpose of looking after 
the interest of the corps they represent) be abol- 
ished and lect the ‘line,’ as the oldest, most repre- 
sentative and largest part of the Service, set the 
example. Let representatives from each branch of 
the Service be called together, and let them devote 
their energies to the framing of some bill which 
will meet all the requirements of the Service in 
geueral. In this connection I place the question of 
‘promotion’ as of primary importance,, however 
desirable it may be to equaiize the rauk and pay.” 

ln an article published in 1881 Lieutenant Wilson 
recommended the appointment of an Advisory 
Beard. He refers to the success of this board in 
secu) iog legislation for improving the Navy in the 
materiel and suggests that the same plan be fol- 
lowed with reference to the personal. * Until,” he 
says, ‘some such plan be adopted it seems useless 
for one set of officers to petition Congress to do 
anything for the benefit of the ‘personnel’ of the 
Service, only to have another set oppose such 
action.

TAPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THERE is some mystification in this “lights out’’ 
business. ‘Taps,’’ as accepted in our Army, means 
the signal to extinguish lights, and this interpreta- 
tion is shown to be correct, | think, by Par. 1112 of 
the Regulations. G. O. 80, A. G. O. of 1889, says: 
“Taps will be sounded at,ll o’clock Pp. m.” We there- 
fore have every right to infer that when the signal 
to extinguish lights is sounded it means that lights 
may burn until that time. There is no fixed hour for 
tattoo. Heretofore it has been sounded at an hour 
designated by the post commander. G. O. 80, says: 
‘Tattoo will be sounded and 15 minutes thereafter 
ligbts will be extinguished and all noises cease.” 
“Taps’’ is the signal to extinguish lights, therefore 
tattoo must be sounded at 10.45. For neither G. 0.80 
nor apy other order or regulation has changed the 
accepted significance of the signal “taps.” If taps 
means inspection of quarters, why does it not say so 
in the order and direct some other signal to be 
sounded 15 minutes after tattoo. 

Will it not seem a little mcongruous to hear the 
beautiful call we used to call “taps,’* but which now 
seems to mean “inspection of quarters,’ sounded 
over the grave of some dead soldier ? ae Ws 








SENTENCE REMITTED. 


EARLY in 1885, Carter,a colored man and private in the 
28th Infantry, was convicted by a G. C. M. at Fort Snelling, 
on the charge of assau/t on a woman, robbery and desertion 
and sentenced to 99 years in the State prison at Stillwater. 
Recently Attorney Fred L. McGhee, of St. Paul, interested 
himself in the case, and an investigation satisfied bim that 
Carter had been unjustly convicted of crimes which he had 
never committed. The alleged victim of assault resides in 
West St. Paul, and McGhee procured from her an affidavit 
that the act was not committed, nor did Carter attempt it. 
A statement that no robbery was committed was secured, 
and Attorney McGhee sent all the documents tu Washing- 
ton. President Harrison made a thorough investigation of 
the case, and reached the conclusion that the only cffence 
of which Carter was guilty was desertion, and that five 
years’ imprisonment was sufficient punishment for that. He 
therefore issued a full and free pardon for Carter, which is 
to go into effect May 25, 1890, just five years from the date 
of bis imprisonment at Stillwater. The detail of the court 
which tried Carter is as fullows: Captains Charles Bentzoni, 
Gaines Lawson, Charles F. be and Edwin J. S:ivers, and 
lst Lieutenants Redmond Tully and Edwin F. Glenn, all of 
the 25th Infantry ; 2d Lieut.

I seem 
to see them now as I saw them last, fiving down the 
street behind their pet pony, in the little dog car‘, 
bareheaded, fair curls flying in tbe wind. joyous 
laughter floating back op the breeze—a beautiful 
sigbt, for they were both beautiful children. Poor 
Jack, poor Jill!—for “Jack and Jill”. they were 
always called. . 

The long residence of the Lincolns at Washington 
had given Jack—l cannot call him Abrabam—a 
great opportunity for observing military nove- 
ments and the babits of camp life, of which he was 
very fond, and so he would po more than strike his 
summer home with Senator Harlan than the place 
was a camp at once. Without a particle of anything 
dogmatic or dictatorial in bis disposition, he was yet 
a born leader and every boy gave willing obedience. 
One summer of which 1 have knowledge, when not 
over 12 years of age, he organized a military com 
pany immediately after his arrival of 30or more 

oys. Tents were put up and the company slept in 
them the whole summer. Certain bours were for 
drill, which was taugbt after the strict rules of the 
Army, and through all that summer these boys 
kept up the highest state of military discipline, even 
to the extreme of mounting guard. 

It came to be quite the thing for old and young 
about the town to go up at sunset to witness the 
formal “ guard mounting,” which was carried out 
with as much form and dignity as at any military 
post. All night long aud every night the sentinels, 
relieved every two hours, walked their beats and 
kept guard over this miniature encampment, and, 
officer though he was, little Jack’s shoulder was 
under guard musket as often as any of his ** men.” 
lt is not uncommon to seé boy companies organize 
and run well for a season, butit is a rare sight to 
see a company held together month after month 
and made to do bard duties by the unaided execu- 
tive ability and the natural personal magnetism of 
ove boy, especially when that boy was nearly if not 
quite the youngest of his company. 

And through it all, through all bis lifeat Wash- 
ington, and in spite of all the attentions which bad 
been showered upon him coming through bis con- 
nection with the illustrious, both living and dead, 
he was as unspoiled, as honorable, as manly and 
lovable as a boy could be. Had he lived aud had 
all gone well with bim, bumanly speaking, there 
was every reason to suppose that he would add new 
honors to the honored vame he bore, and gladden 
the heart of the world by the sight ot a favorite of 
fortune unspoiled by fortune’s favors.

“Ia the tittle world that is formed by the officers 
aud men aboard of a vessel of war from the very 
nature of things the captain must be eupreme ip 
every particular. It is not always a question of 
whether a thing is properly done from a general 
standpoint, as much as it is whether the mauner of 
doing itis suitable to the commanding officer. A 
difference of opinion as to the carrying on of duty, 
and the strict compliance with orders, between a 
commanding officer and a subordinate, as a general 
rule, can only be settled by the subordinate giving 
way. He always can eventually appeal to a bigher 
authority for redress, but, for the time being, he 
must content himself with the captain’s verdict. 
The absolute authority of a captain is fairly well 
exemplified by the following yarn of a skipper of 
the olden days, when there were perhaps fewer dic- 
tioparies than at present: 

“The captain went upon deck ove rather dark 
night, and, coming out from the glare of the cabin 
lights, bis eyes were not able to pierce the darkness, 
so stepping up to the second mate, a Bostonian, he 
said to him: ‘Are the royals bate ago ry’als) 
sot, sir?’ The mate replied: ‘Yes, sir, the royals 
[pronounced royals] are set, sir.’ 

*Tbhe captain glared at him through the dark ness, 
and, stamping his foot, said: ‘Set or sot, sir! asb 
damn please. I’m captain of this ship.’” 








THE WAR OF 1812.

. GEN. MERRITT in his article on the Army of the 
United States in Harper's Magazine for March, re- 
ferring to the inefficiency of the Army in the War 
of 1812, says: ‘‘Almost the only gleam of the military 
spirit which had achieved the independence of the 
country came from the South, at New Orieans, 
where Jackson with a command of volunteers de- 
feated a force of the veterans of Europe.” 

It should not be forgotten that with the man 

failures in the war, the operations of Gen. Harri- 
eon is the Norio west staud out a3 @ brilliant excep- 


tion. Witness his defence of Fort M and later 
his invasion of Canada and pursuit of the forces un- 
der the British General, Proctor, whom he utterly 
defeated at the battle of the Thames. It will be re- 
membered that the great chief, Tecumseh. who led 
the Lodian allies of the British, was killed in this 
battle. He held a commission as a brigadier-general 
in the Eoglish Army. So complete was the defeat 
of Proctor’s Army that he himself abandoned his 
troops to their fate and fled i. a carriage. 

The people deemed the military success of both 
Gens. Jackson and Harrison wortby of their best 
gift—the Presidency of the United States.

Il was filled with joy—in fact, we were all filled 
with joy—to learv from a recent issue of the Jour- 
NAL that the — temporerily commanding a 
cavalry regiment had given a recruiting detail to 
an officer from whose company there had been no 
desertions during the year. This was an exceed 
ingly happy thought of the major’s, and if other 
and more permapent regimental commanders will 
only follow his inspired example, the word “ de- 
serter”’ will soon disappear from the dictionary. 1 
trust, however, that the major will not deem me 
presumptuous if I suggest that his idea may be am- 
plified—I dare not say improved upon—if there is 
sufficient time before his colonel returns to duty. 
Why should not the company commander who loses 
the most men bv desertion be Court-martialled ? 

There is a captain I know of from whose company 
three men deserted last year. It is true that they 
had been on detached service for along time, and 
beyond the captain's control; it is also true that the 
captain—they used to call bim general—is a veteran 
of nearly thirty years’ service, and held important 
commands during the war, but it should be evident 
to the meanest comprehension that if he were tried 
there would be no more desertions in his company. 
I respectfully request that the major will consider 
this suggestion, temporarily, at least.

THE CANTEEN SYSTEM. 


THE canteen system is now fairly established, and 
before many months but few posts will be without 
this modern convenience. The policy of the mili- 
tary authorities at Washington is to provide new 
buildings us rapidly as possible, where the canteen, 
amusement room and gymnasium can all te under 
oue roof. The new important posts of Fort Mc- 
Pherson, near Atlanta, and Fort Sheridan, near 
Chicago, are suitable places for the erection of can- 
teen buildings, which sball be models of their kind, 
and itis the wish of the majority, we believe, that 
the plans should provide for a separate room for 
non-commissioned officers. The necessity for this is 
obvious. Ic is not a question of caste, or of exclu- 
sion, or of ostracising the i soldier. It ia 
question of discipline, and all officers, we think, will 
agree in the preposition. 

Again, in a canteen the bar should be separated 
from the “store.” If they are combined, men who 
desire to buy an apple, or sheet of writing paper, are 
brought into contact with men who bave come to 
drink, aod the former may be persuaded against 
their will—for human nature is weak—to drink too. 
The canteen store should also, we think, be so ar- 
ranged that officers could make purchases without 
interfering with the men. It muy be argued that 
there is a subsistence department at each post, then 
why the need of a canteen store; but that depart- 
ment is restricted, in matters of purchase, etc., un- 
der advertisement, and the post commissary often 
finds himself unable, owing to the “orders of supe- 
rior authority,” to provide what special tastes may 
require. Heuce, by all means let us have the can- 
teen store. 

There are other points which occur to us, but the 
above may be sufficient to direct attention to mat- 
ters of construction, if they bave not already been 
considered, and help the good cause which Secre- 
tary of War Proctor and Gens. Schofield and Kel 
ton have so close at heart. 








WHAT ONE AMERICAN GIRL ACCOMPLISHED. 


In the second chapter of his “ Sharps and Flats,” 
pow running as a serial in the American Musician, 
Max Maretzek tells the story of the stage career of 
Eliza Henzler, who became the wife of the King of 
Portugal. She was the daughter of a poor Boston 
tailor who attracted the attention of an opera man- 
ager by ber fine voice and her well shaped figure 
and large brown eyes.

There are 32 
white companies of quay’ five batteries of artillery and 
five of cavairy. There are 10 companies of colored infantry. 
These troops are all well armed and bands »mely uniformed. 
Some of them have supplied themselves, to addition, with 
service uoiforms and oats and blankets. It is very de- 
sirabie, says Gen. McDonald, that they shall all be provided 
sith these articles, ioasmu*h as they are liable to be ord- 
ered on duty at the mcst ioclement season, and the State 
should at least see that their health and comfort are care i 
tor, while at much eacrifice they are serving her. The value 
of the military schools in the different parts of the State is 

ized, and the appearance and behavior of the troops 





ade commended. That soldiers are n even ia so 
peaceful a State as Virginia, is shown by the fact that seven 
times during the year just ending, the civil authority has 
found it necessary to invoke the aid of military torce to 
quell or prevent public disorder. The support given Vir- 
ginia in comparisou with otber States makes a pvor show- 
ing. Virginia, saye Gen. McDonald, nfakes an appropriation

Quarter- 
master-General Donnelly thinks that the cost of maintain- 
iog the militia during the week's encampment can be kept 
at 50 cents a head per diem. With 1,500 men in the field, the 
expenditures for provisions need, therefore, not exceed 
$4,500 per week.

Referring to the bill before the State Legislature of Rhode 
Island, asking for an appropriation for new uniforms for 
the militia, the Journal, of Providence, says: “It is to be 
considered that the refusal of the new uniforms to the bri- 
gade, means a pyrtial at least and verhaps a total disor- 
gauization of the State forces. Militiamen bave got almost 
desperate under the mal-support which the State hss 
granted them in the last 10 years. Service in the ranks of 
the State pow means many dollars out of the pocket of the 
poorest private, to say nothing of the cost to the officers. 
In return for this they are compelled to wear cirty, ragged 
and jll-fitting uniforms, to work like troopers even to keep 
an armory roof over their heads, and are sworn to protect 
the peace and order of the State, even with their lives, 
There is dissatisfaction felt on every band at the present 
state of things. Murmuring are beard from officers all along 
the line.” 

The “ Bisley Common " site, the new English Rifle Range 
to supersede Wimbleton, says the London Volunteer 
Gazette, * will no doubt be expensive, but in all other re- 
spects it bids fair to be very attractive. There will, we are 
told, be 24 long-range targets, of which 16 will be available 
to 1,100 yards; 90 targets available up to 600 yurds, 2¢ up to 
500 yards, and 20 up to 300 yards. There ia plenty of accom- 
modation for moving and other special targets, and ranges 
up to 2,000 yards or more could, we are told, be easily laid 
out. The Brookwood Station is to be enlarged, and we 
gather that the tramway up to tbe ranges is in a forward 
state of construction. The L. and 8. W. Reilway yn od 
have promised £1,000 towards the general expenses of the 
association. The success of the new site depends to a great 
extent upon the cordial co-operation of the London and 
Southwestern Railway Company with the N. R.A. Every 
assurance has been given that this co-operation will not be 
wanting. There is no doubt that if there is a sufficient ser- 
vice of trains, Bi-ley will be, for those travelling by rail, 
practically as pear London as Wimbledon was.”

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, has 
purchased a quantity of emmensite with which ex- 
periments are to be instituted at the Naval Ord- 
nance Proving Ground and Torpedo Station with a 
view, if found practicable, to its ultimate applica- 
tion to naval demands in the direction of bursting 
cbarges of shells and aerial to oes. It also pro- 
poses tg increase the ballistic qualities of the one 
pounder rapid firing gua with the ultimate object 
that this piece shal! replace the 37 mm. anti-torpedo 
revolver cannon. It has also under consideration a 
design, originating in the bureau, of a rapid fire field 
piece for naval uses when men are disembarked 
from the fleet. This gun will weigh about 490 Iba, 
its projectiie about 6 Ibs.. and be given a velocity 
with attendant qualities, of about 1,600 [t. a sevond. 





Recent developments in the powder questions have 
encouraged o.ir ordvance officials to the belief that 
the date is not far distant when the long-sought for 
improvement in this important factor in war mate- 
rials will have been realized. The ordnance officers 
huve been advised by the DvPont Powder Works 
that they have concluded negotiations for the right 
to manufacture in this country the German brown 
powder for heavy guns, and a reliable brand of 
smokeless powder for smallarms. Samples of the 
latter will shortly be delivered to the two Depart- 
ments for tral. The German brown has already 
been tried and its efficiency well demonstrated. For 
several years the Messra. DuPont have been endeav- 
oring to provide a powder of their own that would 
show equally as good results and on one or two oc- 
casions they were successful, but when it came to 
duplicating the acceptable brands, for one reason or 
another they always failei, until fioally they gave 
upin despair and began negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the German method, with the result stated.

Mr. Stephen HB, 
Eqmmens, of Pittsburg, has lately been conducting 
experiments with new explosives called emmensite 
and gellite, which have given sufficiently good re- 
sults to warrant the meg! | Ordoanoce Bureau in pur- 
chasing a quantity of the former for a thorough 
practical test, at the hands of experts, at the Aoua- 
polis Proving Grounds in guos of large calibre and 
at Torpedo Station ia torpedoes. At the Wasbing- 


ton Navy-yard, on Saturday last, Dr. Em- 


mens first went tbrough the proc:ss of making 
a few unds of emmensite in an extempo- 
rized laboratory in a room over a boathouse. 


After its compietion be app'ied a match to some 
of it to show its safety when ex fire, 
The compound burned very siowly.

Cartridges con- 
taining seven ounces of the compound were tar- 
tened above, below, and at the sides of suspended 
iron plates, five-eighths of an incb thick, and then 
exploded. In every instance the plates were broken. 
To show its eafety from —— by concussion, a 
rifle ball was fired through a large cartridge. A 
similar cartridge of dyvamite exploded under the 
same treatment. A small tio case filled with the 
compound was also fired from a small yacht gua 
without being exploded. The gelbite is a chem- 
ically-pre paper, saturated with the emmen- 
site, and rolled up into cylindrical shape for use in 
gun cartridges. [he recoil was very light, whilethe 
noise was scarcely more than tbat of a parlor target 
rifle, and the smoke, by comparison with the smoke 
of the powder charges, was scarcely appreciabie. 
The inventor claims to be able to regulate the rate 
of combustion so as to make a slow. burning powder 
suitable for usein high-power ordnance, _ 
mises at a future timeto givean exhibition its 
use in large guns. 


A despatch frow Birmingham, Eag., says: ** The 
dynamite gun and torpedo thrower iv course of con- 
struction here by Lieut.

r. Henry Adams's History of the United States 
America Puring the First Administration of 
omas Jefferson, 1801 1805, published by Charles 
ribner’s Sons, is a model of historical writing. It 
treats very fully of one of the most important and 
inferesting epovhs in the history of the United 
States, and one that is more frequently referred to, 
probably, than any other because of its bearing 
upon modern political theories and action. Mr. 
Adams gives 4 most interesting description of the 
condition of this country at the opening of the pres- 
ent century when Jefferson was chosen President. 
A population of abont 5,000,000, or less than that. of 
the single State of New York, was then cunfined to 
a fringe of isolated and insignificant -settlements 
scattered along the Atlantic coast and almost as in- 
dependent ef one another as the separate States ot 
Europe now are. I[p the interior, stretching across 
the continent 3,000 miles away toward the Pacific 
Coast, was a wildervess of unknown character, 
filled with terrors appalling to al! but the most 
hardy. A region so cut off from the rest of the 
world that whentwo Arwvy officers. Lewis and Clark, 
set out to explore this terra in ita, they were 
gone so long, and were s0 completely severed from 
a'l communication with civilization, that they were 
dropped from the Army rolls as among the dead, 
and were obliged op their return to enter into an 
elaborate argument at the Adjutant-General’s (Office 
to prove that they had never ceased to be among 
the living and were pot the advanced representa- 
tives of the general resurrectivn, as the gentlemen 
who filled their places were disposed to believe. 
The events of the administration of Jefferson bad a 
most important bearing on the circumstances lead- 
ing tothe great development which presents this 
eountry in sucb astriking contrast to the United 
States of the early part of the century. It was Jef 
ferson who added to our possessions the immense 
Louisiana purchase that gave to us for the first time 
a territory of imperial dimensions and imperial 
—- Aside from this, the administration of 
efferson marks a distinct advance in political ideas 
resulting in the complete departure from foreign 
precedents. This has not only established the 
United States as a leader iv the world’s progress, 
but bas most powerfully affected the character of 
every nation on the face of theglobe. It is fortu- 
nate that the narrative of the events of such an era 
should have fallen in such able hands, and we shall 
look with interest for Mr. Adams’s succeeding 
volumes dercribing the second administration of 
Jefferson.

AN ENGLISH OPINION OF MONTTORS. 


Tue London Engineer says: ‘*Many months ago, 
referring to the American low freeboard monitor, 
we pointed out that there was more to be said in 
favor of ships of the type than was generally ad- 
mitted. Asa matter of course, what we said evoked 
unfavorable comment. It ‘would be impossible, as 
matters stand, to praise any ship or class of ships 
without giving more or less offence to someone. 
There is no special reason why monitors should 
prove the exception. Lt 1s of monitors, however, 
that we have now to speak once more. In the 
United States it appears thet there is rather an in- 
fluential party, who not only hold that the monitor 
1s the best typeof warship, but seem determined 
that several shall be added to the American Navy. 
Anything seems to be possible in naval construc- 
tion, and it is not only possible, but probable, that 
low freeboard ships—improved monitors in fact-— 
will be built. [t is also possible, but weadd with 
pleasure, not likely, that English sbips may have to 
fight these monitors; and itis worth while to con- 
sider how they would come out of the contest. 

“The first things to contemplate is the demerits 
of the monitor. They are serious, and admit of 
being briefly summed up. Monitors are extremely 
bad residences; their guns are carried so near the 
water that in a moderate sea they could not be 
fought; thereis no space available for quick-fire 
guns, and they areslow. On the other hand, bhow- 
ever, they possess numcrous merits. [It would be 
very difficult to hit one. The overhanging shelf is 
a yreat protection against ramming. They are

opinion of some of the most competent naval offi- 
cers at the other side of the Atlantic, and it must 
not be forgotten tbat monitors are almost the only 
type of ironclad that bas ever seen real hard service 
ip time of war. 

“Tbe modern British battleship carries an evor- 
mous amount of top hamper in the shape of deck 
bouses, wind trunks, chimneys, boats, etc. It must 
not be supposed that these things could be cleared 
away when the ship was going into action. They 
would no doubt he cleared away after she was in 
action by the euemy’s guns, but with what result? 
If the boiler rooms art absolutely dependent on 
wind trunks for air, and these trunks are smashed 
up and disorgay ized, how is steam to be kept? Such 
ships asthe Victoria when steaming are drowved 
forward, just as a monitor would be in asea. If we 
contrast the mark which such a vessel as the Vic- 
toria presents with a monitor carrying two heavy 
guns in two turrets, it is obvious that all is in favor 
of the monitor. That, at all events, is the way in 
which they are arguing in the United States, and 
we find it diffieult to resist the conclusion that we 
might do worse in this country than reconsider the 
monitor question in the light of recent develop- 
ments in steam, armor. and guns. The lamentable 
loss of the Captain killed the system in this coun- 
try. But no one now-a-days would dream of mast- 
ing amonitor. We shall look with some interest to 
tbe course to be taken in the United States, and we 
shall be much surprised if the last has been heard of 
the low freeboard turret ship.” 








THE FUTURE OF FORTIFIED POSITIONS. 


GEN. BRIALMONT, to whom Belgium owes her new 
defences in the valley of the Meuse and elsewhere 
(concerning which we shal) presently have more to 
say d@-propos of the recent notable pamphlet of Maj. 
Girard), bas just published a work of great signiti- 
cance, entitled ** Les Régions Fortifiées.””. We shall, 
at least for the present, confine our remarks to that 

ortion of the book in which be expounds and en- 

orces hia views as tothe principles that :ule, and 
are likely to rule, fortification in the new condi- 
tions brought about by the introduction of high ex- 
plosives and guns of distant range. As is well 
known, there bas been a tendency of late years for 
military men to Jose faith io permanent fortifica- 
tions; and Major Scheibert, whose writings have 
gained some repute in Germany, bas gone so far as 
to declare that they are xenerally useless, and must 
be replaced by temporary entrenchments and Scbhu- 
mann or Griison cupolas. It is this contention that 
Gen. Brialmont directly attacks. Far from the de- 
fence beipg weakened, he argues, its superiority 
over the attack grows with the increase in the 
means of destructiou. For this reason, he maintain:« 
tbat the present system of fortification need not be 
greatly changed. Ihe defenders will protect their 
gups by cupolas and in casemated batteries, and 
their men beneath shell proof coverings, in safety 
from attack bebind deep ditches with scarp and 
counterscarp, and flanked by quick firing guns. They 
will be able with plunging tire to shell the enemy, 
protected merety by earthworks hastily thrown up; 
and this they can do, snowing every ioch of the 
ground and the exact position of every local shelter, 
almost as well by night as by day. 

Now that the enceinte bas given place, av a 
means of defence, to the encircling belts of detacheu 
forts, the attack, says Gen. Brialmont, bas lost its 
former great advantage of being able to envelop the 
enemy and destroy his guus by lines of converging 
fire. His remarks do not apply to swall fortified 
places; but in large ones now existing he considers 
that masonry may be thickened and armor-platipg 
added, and other changes be made to meet the al- 
tered conditions, but thut in the future forts will 
be made smaller, because they will be equally effec- 
tive and less costly. if it be said that the range of 
gunps may be increased, Gen. Brialmont reples that 
that will in no way assist the attack, since the range 
is long enough already. He holds that bombard- 
ment should end for mortars at 3.900 yards, and for 
guns at less than 8,000 yards. As tothe possible in- 
crease in the power of explosives, he says that the 
bodies that can enter into their composition are ap- 
parently few, and in the combinations of them 
which we know the results differ little; and. be 
adds, that considering the great dangers and unver- 
tainties in the production and storage of euch ter- 
rible explosives as perchloric and ethylic ethers, we 
have vo right to look for their employment for the 
charging of shells. These opinions, which he admits 
differ from those he formerly expressed, Gen. Brial- 
mont enforces by an historical view of the question, 
and concludes by layivg downa plan for the defence 
by fortifications of the European Continent.—Army 
and Navy Gazette. R

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SMOKELESS POWDER. 


REFERRING to a recent lecture in England by the 
new Inspector General of Musketry, Engi 
says: Many people wilt be surprised by Colone 
Siade's statement that the fouling of the weapon 
caused by ordinary black powder isa positive ad- 
vantage; but so it is. The fine black greasy de- 
posit acts as a lubricant, and greatly assists the 
passage of the bullet along the barrel. With the 
new smokeless powders, however, there is no such 
deposit, and the friction 13 so great that particles of 
lead are stripped off the bullet, causing metal foul- 
ing, and in some cases the steel or nickel coating 
bas been completely stripped off and leftin the 
weapon. In spite of this, however Colonel Slade 
holds that black powder is doomed. Major Rogala 
Von Bieberstein, German Army, in the February 
bumber of Colburn’s United Service Magazine, 
makes some deductions trom the last manoeuvres in 
the presence of the Emperor, when “extensive use 
was made of smokeless powder by different divis- 
ions of the guards, as well as by the whole of the 
10th Army Corps.’’ Cast steel guns were seriously 
injured. Bronze guns were unaffected. Steel 
bropze guns are recommended. It was found ne- 
cessary to lubricate gun barrels from time to time 
by means of an oily cloth. The cartridges take up 
less space in the powder chamber. Whether with 
guns or*rifies “a better aim is obtained, as also 
quicker firing; it is easier to judge distances; a 
better view of one’s own troop is obtained; a 
clearer general view is presented; and a better 
control in directing an attack or defence is practi- 
cable.” . . . Troops can suffer great losses from 
au enemy's fire without knowing whence it comes 
and whither they shall direct there fire in defence.” 

- + . “The artillery .. . will in future fill 
their shells; with explosives, which produce dense 
smoke in order the better to observe the’’ bursts. 
“Cavalry will suffer more than any otber branch of 
the service by the introdaction of smokeless pow- 
der, for their best friend was always the smoke 
which veiled their attack.” “Their tactical

worth in field operations will become much less” 


than formerly... As’ to the detence, defenders 
“can use their weapons with more composure, es- 
pecially in the front line, than can the attack:ng 
party.” . . . “The spade will play a more im- 
portant purt than formerly, as well for the infan. 
try and for the artillery.” As regards the attack, 
the cavalry will reconvoitre a position under great 
difficulties, they “‘ must be prepared to suffer . . . 
greater losses than heretofore,” . . . aad “must 
develop a wmore careful reconnoitring activity.” 
sm “The attacking party of to-day must make 
great use of his artillery to shake the enewy’s infan- 
try ’’ before the postion is assaulted. Major Bieber- 
stein considers that the “attackiog force which leaves 
its cover to advance will be cut down by a murders 
ous fire, better aimed thau formerly.” ... “The 
iovreased deadly effect of the repeating rifie and 
smokeless powder on an enemy after an unsuccess 
ful storm, will tend to annihilation, and probably 
ehange an orderly retreat into hopeless fiighi.”’ 
The preposderance of advantages guined by mod- 
ern inventions lie with the defence, apd troops 
which may not possess sufficient experience to at- 
tack, may nevertheless, defend a good position 
ugainst the best soldiers in the world, and espec- 
ially in an enclosed country. This tends to equal- 
ize the conditions between countries depending on 
volunteers and those having trained troops. 








THE CHILIAN NAVY. 


THE pew armored frigate, Don Arturo Prat, built 
for the Chilian Government by the Campagnie des 
Forges et Chantiers of Havre, is a powerful ship of 
6,800 tons, and 8,600 horse power, which may be 
raised to 12,000, and thus the normal speed of 17 
knots be increased to 18}¢. ‘Che steel plates vary ia 
thickness from 11°81 in. oa the sides to 2% in. on the 
deck. The armament consisis of four 24. cm. 
(9°44 in.) guns, eight of 12 cm. (4°72), four 5 mm. 
quick-firing guns, and «ight machine-guns,

“walk and trot, with frequent halts and leading.”’ 
So in one hour, walk 15 minutes—l mile, trot 10 
minutes—11-6 miles, walk 25 miuutes—two miles,lead 
5 minutes—Y mile. Here at the gaits established, as 
shown in report, you get over vearly five miles an 
hour with your five minutes halt and not a hair 
turned and everybody wide awake, and not dull 
and listless, such a one as Gen. Merritt in an article 
on Marching Cavalry says “should for the benefit of 
the command make the march rolled in a blanket 
in an ambulance.””

Bien. The establishment of post canteens has indi- 
revtly been a severe blow to the resources of the 
band fund, which was in a considerable degree pro- 
vided for by paragraphs 285 and 363, A. R. This tax 
on post traders, authorized by the latter ee 
has in some instances been reduced to almost noth- 
ing by Post Councils of Administration. in one 
known case the rate is only one cent, although 10 
cents is the maximum allowed. Of course the rea- 
son for this heavy reduction is the great loss of 
protitable business.by post traders, owing to the 
transfer of the sale of liquids, etc., to the canteen. 
Now it seems to the writer that the purpose of the 
regulations in affording this tax for the support of 
bands, should not be defeated by the transfer of the 
chief business of the t trader to the canteen. In 
other words would it not be justthat a sufficient 
proportion of the profits of the canteen should be 
assigned for the support of bands? 

It ought to be carefully ascertained in the first 
place what is the average cust of supporting a good 
regimental band, and that being fixed, such an 
amount of the profits of the canteen should be 
periodically appropriated as would pay the ex-
